At the resular monthly meeting of 


the Volusia county scfiool bosid, held 
last week, the following report from, 
the county superintendent was pre- 
sented: 


"I beg tc report that since the last 


regular meeting I have visited the 
following, schools: 
Diytona, Barber- 


villa, New Smyrna, Piersoa, DeLeou, 
Glenwood, Clifton, Center Hill, Oak 
Hill, Glencoe, Brigssville, TurnbUl 
Bay, Port Orange, Ormond and Osteen 
white schools and Lake Helen, De- 
Land, Glenwood and New Tomoka 
colored schools. With few exceptions 
I found these schools well organized 
and progressing satisfactorily. , On 
account of dissatisfaction and a gen- 
eral row I was forced to close the 
Glencoe school. I also found it neces- 
sary tb request the resignation of 
Miss O'Neal, high school teacher in 
ij«ew Smyrna, grounds for the request 
\>eing incompetent-}-. 
The trustees 


and principal concurred with me in 
Che matter. 


"On account of a general row among 


the ter.chers of the Lake Helen col- 
ored school I was forced to threaten 
to close the school, and discharge the 
entire faculty unless the matter could 
be settled among themselves. 
After 


a week's time' the situation calmed 
down and now appears to be progress- 
ing smoothly. 


"The carload of school desks or- 


dered by you last March was deliv- 
red a few days ago and these have 
aeen. stored in the basement of the

high scho|l, except 160

ing smoothly. 


"The carload of school desks or-
